organisms of malaria, aleeping sickness, Chagas' disease, 
toxoplasmosis, amoebic dysentery, leishmaniases, trichomoniasis, 
pneumocystosis , balanti^^sis , cryptospor idiosis , sarcocytosis , 
acanthamoebosis, naeglero^is, coccidiosis, giardiasis and 
lambliasis. —
